SPELLING 


Some children find spelling hard. They make a fuss about study- 


ing it and say they can't. 
When the other chifdren in the class get 


a perfect rating they make about eighty-four and think they have 
Jone well. 


When we take those children asi4e and teach them their spelling 


lessons \ve find that they have to work a little harder than the others, 
but if they settle down to the job and do that little extra bit they spell 
almost as well as the others do—on the list. Take them into the open 
field of paragraph and story and away goes the spelling. 
"Which" 


acquires a "t" and "was" becomes "saw" and "from" changes to 
"for" while the longer words are a collection of letters chosen as they 
come. 


It is seldom that such children have a gift for language. Usually 


we find them rather slow at reading or telling a story and very, very 
slow at writing a composition. Their spelling deficiency would natur- 
ally bring with it a distaste for written work of any sort. 
Yet they 


have to do some writing when they sre older and if they are not to be 
greatly embarrassed, they will have to be taughl to spell a thousand 
common words and to use the dictionary for tlie rest. 


Before, however, deciding that the child is to fall into the sub- 


language group, be sure to have his eyes' examined by an expert eye 
man. 
Not the ordinary optician, please. 
The expert eye man, the 


one who belongs to the best hospital for eye troubles that can be dis- 
covered. 
Spelling is largely a matter of eye memory. 
If the eye is 


defective the memory must be, and spelling will be very difficult. 


The eye matter settled, start about teaching him his lists and be 


sure that he uses the words he studies in a paragraph or short com- 
position. 
Writing a list is one thing and writing a paragraph is 


distinctly another and far different one. Practice trie paragraph 
writing nine times to the one writing of the list. 
He is not going to 


use his words in lisls. 
His time is short and precious and his way is 


hard. 
Save him all you can but give him all the opportunity to use 


his knowledge that you can secure for him. 
But don't nag him. 
If 


he is not going to write for his living he will not need to spend more 
than half an hour a day at bis spelling. 
There is something that he 


can dn that is of greater importance and don't steal time from that. 
He is handicapped alrendy. 


Now and then appears a genius who has the gift of narrative and 


lacks the knack of spelling. 
Take his stories and be merciful about 


the bad spelling. 
If be is the genius we are searching for, the story 


will tower above the spelling. Thackeray made mistakes in spelling 
but he wrote masterpieces of literature. 


If the poor speller reaches the higher grades he must be taught to 


check up his work with the aid of the dictionary. 
Should his weak- 


ness become characteristic, he must use one alwaj-s and the sooner he 
learns how, the better. 
But it is astonishing what practice will do 


for the poor speller. 
A bit more effort and a bit more practice in 


writing and he dors fairly well. 
But don't expect him to become an 


expert. 
He will never spell with his spinal column.
